What Do We Know of God? 


For when God made promise to 
Abrabam, because he could swear by 
no greater, he swore by Himself.— 
Uebrews v., 13. 


No man ever bad more opportun- 
ity of seeing God in nature and his- 
tory than you and I have., God was 
no nearer to our fathers than to us. 
Nay, our growing knowelge of God's 
werk has brought us nearer to Him. 
He has let us into some of His se- 
crets. If there is a veil that hides 
^nd in Nature from us, it is in our 
yes, over our minds, and not in Na- 
ture. The Christian thought, then, 
ef God, first ‘and foremost, is that 
God is one—that there is some one 
Purpose, Mind, Personality, immeas- 
urable, inconceivabie; and that we 
ourselves, like all we see, are a part 
of the expression of this Being which 
we call by the name of God; the un- 
known origin and sustainer of mat- 
ter and life and mind and soul. We 
think of Him best as the Father; 
that is our creed. .. We are very 
slowly learning by experience—that 
best of teachers, who charges 
very high for what she teaches—the 
lesson that the Jews had partly 
learnt, that God rules the world of 
men In righteousness; that Injurtive, 
greed, lust, extravagance and ambi- 
tion bring misery all round; and we 
are very slowly acquiring that God- 
ke and brotherly love of men and 
Eympathy in their sorrow and sin, 
which make perfect happiness Impos- 
sible for men till sorrow and sin are 
fought and conquered. We are 
learning that the- only path to pro- 
gress is progress in goodness. 

But we learn about God in a sec- 
ond way. There is that marvelous 
figure in world history, Jesus Christ 
to whom the eyes of men have turned 
for centuries, as they have turned 
to no cne else; on Whom they now 
rest with ever-growing intensity of 
hore. Whatof Him? Have we any 
warrant besides the words of Christ 
H mseli, reported in St. John's Gos- 
re’, for believing that it is God 
Wtom Christ reveals? Our Lord 
Himself makes answer: “If I bear 
witness of myself, my witness is not 
txue. There is another that beareth 
witness of me.“ The answer is 
“Yes.” Christ reveals God to us. 
Just as Nature compels the recogni- 
tion of a cause behind it and we name 
the Cause God, so Christ compels us 
tu think how He came to be. We 
can know much „f Christ, and the 
world has learned by experience that 
He is—the Teacher, the Insplrer, the 
Healer of Sorrows, the Saviour from 
ein, the Radiator of Love. Knowing 
all this and that there is none like 
H'm, we can say, from our own es- 
erisnce that it can be nothing less 
than God Himself which is manifest- 
ed in Christ. God is our name for 
the highest we can conceive, and this 
is what Christ manifests. The more 
we know of Christ the more certain 
ve are that it is God and nothing 
less than God whem Christ reveals. 
His first disciples learned who He 
was in just the same way. They lived 
with Him, talked with Him for years, 
and at last came the irresistible con- 
c'usion. Not till the end of His days 
cn earth did He teach them by ^! 
rect words. He let them see Him. 
and they learnt the lesson. “He that 
hath seen Christ hath seen the 
Father'’—that is, hath seen all that 
the Father can so man fest. 

Nature tells us something of God, 
but leaves untold all that we most 
want iv know. The life and spirit of 
Christ tells us far more, and tha‘ is 
why His first followers hailed Him. 
as the revelation of God; in Christ 
Whom we see, is shown someth ng of 
tne God we cannot see. When Sst. 
Paul tells us that God was in Christ, 
like that of a God m Nature, is near- 
er end clearer to us than it was io 
any previous generation. Christ 
stands out to-day in firmer outline, 
jess ubscured by theological scaffald- 
ing than ever before. We see Him 
in' the sublimity of what He realy 
was. Trinity Sunday comes year by 
year to remind us that God was in 
Christ, and thac without this revela- 
on n gur rere S t God is quite 
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Love. 
We can leave the dead in the bonds 
of God 
And bend to our Father's WII, 
As we look away to the shiniug 
shore 
And feel that they love us still.”

UNLIMTED WATER POWER. 


finbmetged Plant Used for Generat 
“ing Electricity. 


Statisticians contend that a fes 
cure centuries will see the extin:- 
sion of the vast quantities of Cal 
‘cred beneath the earth’s surface. 
‘uventors will then be confronted 
with the problem of supplying other 
fuel for manufacturing and other 
Purposes. As far as providing power 
for manufacturing there need be no 
fear, as the waterways of the world 
afford a means of furnishing un- 
liuiited power. A very simple ex- 
ample of utilizing water for generat- 
ing power is shown here. This is 
a submerged power plant, which is 
located within a space covered and 
protected by a dam.’ A feed pipe or 
conduit leads from the upstream side 
of the dam into the lower plant, the 
weter flowing through the pipe and 


Water Furnishes Power. 


escaping through a suitable outlet. 
The water in Its course through the 
power plant can obviously be utilized 
by the use of proper machinery to 
furnish electrical power. 


Members of British Government. 

All told, the government of Eng- 
land consists of only forty-six per- 
sons, and the transfer of political 
control from one party to another 
directly affects only these forty-six 
persons and a few great function- 
aries of state, whose duties are 
Purely ornamental. 

In all, not one hundred persona 
are concerned by a change of admin- 
istration. Postmasters, government 
employes of every class, from mes- 
Sengers to ambassadors and colonial 
administrators, are not disturbed by 
the transfer of power. Clearly no 
political party in England can count 
upon patronage as a political asset. 


The principle on which the parlla- : 


mentary system of England is 
founded is the rule of the majority, 
and the majority elects to surrender 
its power to one man—the premier. 
The power of the majority is so 
strictly recognized that the rules of 
the House of Commons deprive the 
minority of all power to initiate or 
shape legislation. 

When a majority of the electorate 
has sanctioned a 
policy represented by a political 
party, that party Is given free hand

The Englishman too 
frequently works at haphazard, 
many pounds of his expenditure 
fails the blame being laid by 
him on advertising instead of on 
the advertisements. The American 
is ever seeking to discover new ways 
of applying old means, new methods 
of making his advertisements more 
attractive and more compelling. 


To Measure Natural Gas. 
When natural gas was first brought 
into use in America there seemed to 
be a general idea that the supply was 
inexhaustible. It was sold at low 
rates and usually without measure- 
ment. This method encouraged 
waste in the consumption of gas, and 
was shortly abandoned by the larger 
companies, To-day nearly all ton- 
sumption is sold by measurement. 
It ia believed that the time has now 
come when it is possible to procure 
statistics of the quantity of gas con- 
sumed, and next year this will be un- 
dertaken. The method will give 
such figurgs in the future that a 
more direct knowledge will be ob- 
tained of the capacity of gas 
areas to maintain a commercial sup» 
ply of gas for a certain n of 
years.—Iron Age.

land on a Sunday. 


The open air parliament is an old 

custom which still survives in some 
of the Swiss cantons. Appenzell has 
two such bodies, one in the Roman 
Catholic part of the canton, the other 
In the Protestant end. Both meet 
on the last Sunday in April. 
— The President is escorted into the 
open square facing the Rathaus or 
town hall. In front of the platform 
where he takes his place the bur- 
ghers stand bareheaded. They take 
an oath to vote “for the good of the 
land and the avoidance of evil.“ 

The members of the cantonal go- 
vernment are elected by a show of 
hands. Then follow discussions 
about roads and various new regula- 
tions. The proceedings are orterly 
and dignified. not unworthy the set-

The Glarner parllament meets 
anñüally on tho first Sunday in May. 
Canton Glarus, too, has had its reli- 
gious wars. But in this district the 
two religions did not separate as in 
Other places. It was agreed by con- 
tract in 1623 that each denomina- 
tion should have a separate govern- 
ment, but with a common open air 
parliament. 

Perhaps in no town in the world, 
says the Review of Reviews, do Pro- 
testants and Catholics get on so well 
together as in little Glarus. There 
is but one church, belonging to both 
Protestant and Catholic parishes, and 
services are held for both every Sun- 
day morning, one after the other. 

At 10 o'clock on the morning of 
the first Sunday in May a detachment 
of smart Infantry and a brass band 
accompany the President and the 
members of his government from the 
Town Hall to the mediaeval square 
by the schoolhouse. 

Here the President, Chief Justice 
and two secretaries take their places 
on the platform which the villagers 
have erected in the centre of a huge 
circle marked By tiers of benches. 
The background of quaint old houses, 
towering precipices, and beyond the 
snowy ramps of the Alps, is magni- 
ficently picturesque. 


Dangers of Hypnotism, 

In a class lecture on pyschology 
delivered at Harvard University not 
long ago, Professor Munsterberg 
warned his students against making 
any hypnotic experiments. Hypno- 
tism practised as a parlor amuse- 
ment is accompanied with grave dan- 
gers to the physical and moral health 
of the subject and is nothing less 
than a crime,” he sald. ‘While 1 
recognize hypnotism as a valuable 
ald to the methodical study of 
psychology, I do not believe that 
hypnotism should be practiced for ex- 
perimental purposes. The only time 
there can be a legitimate use of hyp- 
notism is when it is used by an 
authorized physician to benefit the 
health of a patient, when the pa- 
tient has given his consent. It 
should be used. under no other cir- 
cumstances. Not that there is any- 
thing mysterious about ít. It is no- 
thing more than a strong manifesta- 
tlon of what we Call attention, and 
is to be studied by the psychologist 
under that head. The mechanism 
of hypnotism lies in the suppression 
of certain ideas, feelings or emo- 
tions, that are antagonistic to those 
suggested to the subject. His mind 
is not a blank; the only ideas sup- 
pressed are those that are antag- 
onistic to the suggestion that has 
deen given him. There is nothing 
about it that is any more strange 
than the condition of sleep or the 
power of attention, It is merely a 
working on the imagination in a cer- 
tain direction, and has nothing to 
do with telepathy or spiritualism.

ORDINANGE NO.— 


AN ORDINANCE to provide for a Tax on 
Dogs and Bitches, and the manner of col- 
lecting said Tax, and for killing of Dogs 
and Bitoheg on which said tax is not paid: 


Section I, Be it enacted by the Mayor ana 
Councilof Salisbury; That all Dogs and Bitch- 
es within the corporate limits of Salisbury. 
Maryland, shall be subject to a tax of One 
Dollar [$1.00] for each and every Dog, and 
Two Dollars ($2.00) for each and every Bitch, 
payable to the Mayor and Council of Salisbury 
or the Police thereof, on or before the First 
day of August in each and every year, 

Section II, And be it further enacted and 
ordained: That upon the payment of sald tax 
as set forth in section I of this ordinance, by 
the owner or owners of any Dog or Bitch, 
that the said Mayor and Councif of Salisbury, 
or the Police thereof shall deliver to the sald 
owner or owners so paying said tax. a metal 
tag stamped with the year for which it is is- 
sued, and said owner or owners of said dog or 
bitch on which said tax has been paid, shall 
cause said tag so furnished them to be affixed 
around the neck of each dog or bitch by the 
means of a string or collar; and any dog or 
biteb found running at large upon any of the 
streets or highways of the city of Salisbury 
without such tag affixed around its neck as 
aforesaid shall be killed by the Mayor and 
Council of Salisbury or its authorized agent, 
or the Policemen of said city of Salisbury, 

Section (II, And be it further enacted and 
ordained: That any person or persons owning 
a dog or bitch in said city of Salisbury and re- 
fusing or neglecting to pay the tax as provi- 
ded in Section I of this Ordinance within 
twenty days after notice thereof by the Mayor 
and Council of Salisbury, or {ta agent, shall 
be deemed guilty of misdemeanor, and on 
conviction before a Justice of the Peace of 
said city be fined not less than one dollar, nor 
more than ten dollars, and stand committed 
to the County Jail until fine and costs are paid.

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15,000 Barrels of Potatoes a Day. 


Returns from garden truck in the 
Norfolk, Va., section will be larger 
this year than ever before. It is es- 
timated that the returns froni crops in 
that vicinity for the year will be 
about $6,000,000. Prices for garden 
truck have ruled high throughout the 
season, and as the yield has been un- 
usually good the indications are that 
all previous records will be broken in 
monetary returns. Shipments of po- 
tatoes ene day recently were valued 
at $89,500. 

A better idea of the extent of the 
value of garden truck to Norfolk may 
be had by a study of the following fig- 
ures, being the record of shipments for 
June 30; 

Potatoes 28,431 barrels. 

Cucumbers, 4990 barrels and 645 
baskets. 

Beans, 867 baskets. 

Tomatoes, 1729 carriers. 

Squash, 593 barrels. 

A cargo of potatoes and other vege- 
tables valued at $70,000 was recently 
shipped to Baltimore, while to New 
York one was shipped valued at near- 
ly $90,000. The nomber of barrels of 
potatoes shipped to Baltimore and 
other markets last month was 446,858, 
or neatly 1,500 barrela a day, which 
at an average price of §3 a barrel 
would mean returns of $1,340,574. 
Add to this about $700.000 for other 
vegetables slipped in June, and the 


total would reach 2,000,000.

horses can over roads filled with sand 
as ours is. Here then is the saving 
of fifty per cent in horse flesh. And 
there is a like saving in point of 
time; one can get over a good road 
twice as fast as they can over a poor 
road. Now my suggestion is this. 
Let us as an experiment, take a mile 
of our worst road and cover the track 
with pine shate. How many farmers 
who are compelled to use this road, 


are willing to contribute one cart load 


of shats, and at some given time be- 
fore fodder saving comes on, will hanl 
this load and spread it upon the road? | 
It is thonght that a cart load will go | 
at least twenty feet. This is a feasible | 
und comparatively inexpensive thing. 
Several have atready said they are | 
willing to give a load. All who sre 
thas willing, will you be kind enough 
to drop me a postal to this effect? I 
have personally consulted Mr. Hutton. 
our road overseer, and Mr. Wright, 
our Commissioner, and they both 
heartily approve of my suggestion. I 
for one will give a load of shatas. The 
suggestion has been made that we be- 
gin work at the old Mill dam and then 
carry it out to where Mr. Travis now 
lives.

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AGRICU hE FOR WOMEN. 


The Countess of Warwick Propound - 
ed the Practical Scheme. 

Some nine or ten years ago I pro- 
pounded my scheme for the teach- 
ing and training of women in the 
“lighter branches of agriculture.” 
Before going any further, let us ‘sea 
what these branches are. Horticul- 
ture (always the favorite), dairy 
work, poultry farming, market gar- 
dening, fruit bottling, jam-making, 
and bee-keeping are the principal 
ones, At first the press and the pub- 
lic were unanimous in crying down 
the projected scheme, the old cries 
of „taking the men’s places," “work 
not fit for women,” etc, ad. Ib., 
were heard on all sides; but to all 
this Lady Warwick turned a deaf ear. 
Having put her hand to the plough,” 
she had no intention of turning back, 
Just nine years ago she opened her 
campaign: by establishing a hostel 
fe women students in connection 

ith the Agricultural College at 
Reading, the practical work being 
done in the grounqa of the hostel, 
the theoretical part at the college. 
So successful was the venture that 
although several other houses were 
added, in became very clear that lar- 
ger accommodations were needed, and 
at the present day the large Agri- 
cultural College at Studley, in War- 
wickshire, is the outcome of that 
small beginning. Here women are 


taught the various subjects they take 


up, from the very rudiments to the 
Kigest point of efficiency. 

In horticuture, botany, chemistry, 
entomology, and book-keeping arè 
taught. In dairy work, agriculture, 
chemistry, and bacteriology are add- 
ed to the botany, and so on through 
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COUNTESS OF WARWICK, 


‘all the subjects. Other colleges and 
schools have sprung up entirely for 
women, ¢. g., Swanley Agricultural 
College, Miss Wolseley's School of 
Gardening at Glynde, and Milas 
Crooke's School at Bredon’s Norton, 
Here then is enough to show that 
there is every facility for women to 
fit themselves for this work by train- 
jng at one or other of these colleges. 
I say training advisedly, for in horti-

‘nition while the great principles of 
hybridisation, selection, and re- 
selection have entirely revolutionized 
the culture of flowers, 

The work of gardening for women 
eortainly Offers exceptional advan- 
tages, for it is carried on in the 
pure open country, under the most 
healthy conditions, instead of in the 
closely- confined offices in our towns 
and citiés, where so many women 
workers aro found, At the preserft 
time the value of “fresh air“ is be- 
ing more and more demonstrated by 
‘those’ interested in the hygenic as- 
pect of Ute. For giris whom lack of 
occupation has produced nerves“ 
here is a calling where nerves“ are 
unknown, where early rising, and 
steady, regular, and interesting work

It is a remarkable fact that the

Knowing nothing cf coddling 
they do not miss it, and they are In 
no danger of being killed by kindness, 
Obliged to toll they keep their blood 
in circulation, and having weary 
Umbs at the close of the day they 
have no Inclination for dissipation, 
And knowing the value of money they 
spend, little foolishly. Whei they 
have a chance to learn they improve 
the opportunity, and by faithfulness 
in small duties they prove themselves 
worthy of advancement. 

Christopher Columbus was the 
son of a poor weaver. Matin Luth- 
er was an oBscure monk, Hugh Mil- 
ler was a stone mason, Joan ot Ate 
was a poor peasant girl. Gal.lec was 
cradled in poverty. Homer begged 
his bread from city to city. Paul 
Jesus was u car- 
penter. The apostles were fisher- 
men. Or to come down ts modern 
times, Benjamin in was ‘à 
beiuter, Ulysses @ Grant was a tan- 
ner anu Abraham Lincoln was a rall 
s~litter. 

It is no disgrace to be poor, and It 
fs not necessaiily disastrous. The 
men who are occupying the places of 
influence ‘and power in the state and 
the nation, In the political, education- 
al, commercial, literary, financial and 
ecclegiastical world have come in vast 
majority from the homes of the poor. 

Appearances ought to count’ for 
something, they ought to meawsome- 
thing. Nobloness of form ought to 
be 1ynonymous with nobeness of 
soul, Yet what contradictions there 
are in this respect. Noble heads 
with nothing in them, gre-t physical 
power with the Intelligence of an ox, 
fair countenances carried with the 
heart of a hypocrite cr the soul of a 
villain are the dally discrepany be- 
tween appearance and reality, King- 
ly exterior and peasant interior, 
dwarfs living in palaces, and glants 
occupying hovels, what a horrible 
contradiction is man! Young men 
fascinated by outward appearance in- 
fer that it is safe to follow the lead 
of buch a noble life and are led like 
sheep to the slaughter, The maa who 
weighs less than 100 pounds stands a 
poor show with the crowd. Ponder- 
osity makes up for lack of wit, 

The prophet Samuel in selecting 
the first King of Israe] made the mis- 
take of thinking that brawn was ‘the 
Same ag brain. Saul was chosen be- 
cause of his physique, and he proved 
to be a conceited, brainless nonentlty. 
But when Samuel came to pick out 
the successor cf the king who had 
been overthrown he came near mak- 
lug the same mistake. He thought 
they must have avordupols anyhow, 
and was for selecting Eliab the eldest 
son of Jesse, because he was of king- 
ly size. But the: Almighty passed 
them all by and lald his providential 
hand upon the youngest son, the 
shepherd boy David. 

So there is a higher law than the 
scales of the haymarket. That law 
takes us clear out of the realm of 
appearances. All men have not 
Billab's kingliness of image and maj- 
esty of bearing. There aro dwarfs,

The first essential is that the fowl 
shall have absolutely noe fi for 
thirty-six hours, so that 1 crop, 
gizzard and Intestines shall be emp- 
ty. 

First-class dressing demands that 
the fowl be dry picked—not scalded. 
This makes the French method of 
killing very essential. By thia metl- 
od the fowl is suspended by a loop 
around its legs to a hook on the wall. 
With a quick thrust through the 
roof of the mouth to the brain the 
operator kills the bird-qnd severs 
the main arteries. At t instant 
he begins plucking the feathers, They 
pu!l easily then—a minute later they 
come hard, but in that one minute 
the worst of his task ig done. The 
carcass is then cooled, formed in the 
forming troughs, so as to pack nice- 
ly and is then ready for shipment. 
No incision is made in the skin of 
the fowl. None of the interior or- 
gans vére removed. The moment 
the Interior organs of a fowl are ex- 


| posed to the air, decomposition seta 


ip, Pavked or handled as described, 
the fowl will keep perfectly for days, 
b. it in cold storage for weeks or 
months. 

The nglish method differs only 
in the eilling. No knife is used, no 
bleeding is done. The vertebra next 
to the skull js severed from the head 
by a strong quick jerk of the opera- 
tor; this causes instant death and a 
loosen ut of the feathers as in the 
French method. The head is drawn 
cut from the neck an inch or two, 
and in this space the blood drains 
and forms 2 clot as the bird hangs 
by its feet. This method shuts. out 
the air from the interior of the car- 
cags oven more effectually than docs 
tHe Fraich meth 

A serlous onslaught has been made 
on these methods of dressing poultry 
fm several States recently; but t Is 
hoped that they may not prevall but 
rather that they may grow in favor, 
They are safer for the consusrer; 
they are simpler and better for the

tence reac twelve months is sent 
to Bortal be n. 

The object ot the Borstal lin is 

to save the young from a career ot 
crime by combining deterrent effect 
with a radical cure, and as a primary 
step the prisoner’ is given an indus- 
trial and educational training to fit 
him for earning his Uving honestly on 
his release from prison, 
It may be desoribed as an aavanced 
reformatory, 16 being, in Euglish law, 
the age of “criminal majority,“ where 
prisoners can no longer be placed in 
the state reformatory schools. It is 
especially designed for the reclama- 
tion of the rocidiviat,“ or the habit- 
ual offender, in whom a series of 
short sentences merely serves to con- 
firm the criminal habit. 

Upon his arrival at Borstal the 
prisoner has a bath and is medically 
examined. He is then taken before 
the governor, who explains to him the 
operation of the system and the bene- 
fits which he may gain by good con- 
duct. The prisoner is taught field 
work, or carpentry, or blacksmithing, 
or tinsmithing, or cooking and bak- 
ery. He begins in the ordinary grade, 
in which, he wears a rown dress. 
After five months test, if his conduct 
is adjudged satisfactory, he is pro- 
moted to the special grade, in which 
he wears a blue dresa. 

His day is arranged as follows: He 
rises at 6 o'clock,’ washes, dresses, 
makes his Hed, sweeps hig cell and 
cleans: ‘his tinware and utensils; 6:30, 
breakfast, consistingf of a loaf of 
wholemeal bread, butter, and a pint 
of gruel; 7:80, chapel; .after chapel, 
parade for physica) drill; after drill, 
working parties are allotted to their 
various industries; 11:20, paradë; 
when those who wish to see. the gov- 
ernor or the medical officer fal) out. 
Then dinner, consisting of haricots, 
potatoes, and meat and soup alter- 
nately, \ 

Between dinner and 1:15 the pris- 
oner may read books supplied by the 
“Hbrary, or knit. Every lad is taught 


to knit. At 1:15 work begins again, 


and ends at 680, when a supper of 
10 merved.

shall enter the gift in any other name 
than in the name who gives it, all are 
guilty. And the guilty person is liable 
to a fine of from $300 to $1,000, and 
imptisonment and shall be ineligible 
to office or public employment for four 
years. 

But how are these penalties to be im- 
posed and how are the guilty to be found 
out? 

There are two legal proceedings by 
which the discovery can be made: 

First, any defeated Candidate or any 10 
duly qualified voters may petition tho 
judges to inquire into the facts and valid- 
ity of the election. 

Second, any persons may be criminally 
prosecuted for any violation of the law. 

And the strength of these proceedings 
is in the fact that ‘no witness 
shall be excused from answering any 
question or producing any book, pa- 
per or other thing on the ground or claim 
that his answer or the thing produced 
may tend to incriminate, or degrade him 
or render him liable to a penalty; but this 
evidence can not be used in any proceed- 
ings except in prosecution for perjury in 
so testifying. 

That any suspected bribe giver, or bribe 

taker, can be compelled to testify 
in either of the above leggl proceedings 
even though his testimony shows him up 
one of the corrupt. 
The first provision is a great legal search 
light to “pick np“ the enemies of honest 
elections and political suspects and dere- 
licts and is probably. more effective than 
the second, for several reasons; it requires 
nothing but a petition and an examina- 
tionin open court, and is not itself a 
criminal proceeding, and will not require 
the strict proof that is demanded to con- 
vict of a crime, while it will have all the 
virtues of publicity—a thing that corrup- 
tionists of all kind dislike. 

The effects of such a proceeding, if the 
facts be proven, will be that the election 
will be void. A thing that the successful 
candidate would hate next to defeat at 
the polls, besides it would bring great 
odium upon both the candidate and his 
managers or the organization, If it were 
possible to believe that all party workers 
and leaders, managers and candidates 
would be willing perjurers when called as 
witnesses and could successfully with- 
stand the fire of hot cross examinations 


it might be possible in some cases, justice 
would be defeated; but it. is hardly con- 
ceivable that every one would be ready to 
commit perjury. 

It will be seen that under either of these 
two proceedings it is competent to have 
the fullest and widest examinations and 
therefore when people are advised of this 
fact, corrupt money candidates will be ex- 
ceedingly careful before accepting a nom- 
ination or will be careful afterwards of 
their conduct not to excite suspicion and 
likewise the party workers,

A pocket book which once held the 
writ on which the notorious Patty 
Gannon was arrested and brought to 
the Maryland and Delaware line be- 
fore her committment to the George- 
town jail, where she committed 
suicide by taking poison, has come to 
light.

Jacob Wilson was the constable who 
arrested Patty and escorted her to the 
line between the states, where she 
dame over to the Delaware people. 
The pocketbook, however, has not 
remained all the time in the possess- 
ion of the Wilson family. Two hours 
after Mr. Wilson, the leder, died in 
1861 it disappeared, and with it went 
$850 which it contained. Mra. Wilson 
offered a reward of $25 for ita return 
E. aher. but the reward was not 

ttractive as its contents and it 
came not back, nor was it heard of 
until a few days ago, when its pres- 
ent owner was notified by the son of 
a gentleman who reosntly died that 
he had the pooketbook and that this 
father had requested that it be return - 
ed to Mr. Wilson. Mr. Wilson was 
further notified that the pockketbook 
would be at the Federalsburg. Md., 
bank at u certain time, and promptly 
at the time named he found it there. 

The pocketbook is in excellent oon - 
dition and sbows how aubstantial 
were the materials used and the work- 
mausnip of those early days. Written 
on the interior in a strong legible hand 
1s the name, Jacob Wilson, and the 
date, February 9, 1828.

This incident suggests several] spirt- 
{tual lessons. A very obvious one !s 
that the Christtan who is in su h 
haste to rush off to his business in 
the morning that he does not spaie 
any time for his Bible or for pra er. 
is quite likely to "ride for a fall“ h 
fore sundown. One of the most enn 
dent Christlan merchants’ of New 
York told, me that he never met bis 
femily at the breakfast table un 
he had had a refreshing. intervie“ 
with his God over his Bible an‘ 
his knees. His family worship g: 
terward was not only a tightening `f 
the buckle for himself, but wa: 
gracious means of safety for i.:. 
household. 

One of the greatest dangers thz « 
days is that too many children sre 
growing up even in nominal Chris- 
tian familfes—with sadly lax sen! 
ments in many vital directions. They 
have loose ideas-about God's day and 
God's Book, and very loose prac: ° 
£= to attendance upon God's wor? 
They start off in life with a broson 
buck e and when the stress oc! 
temptation comes, they are eas ly 
thrown to the ground. Fathers en! 
motherc owe to their children ~»s 
well, as to themselves the duty ^: 
tightening the saddle-girth. Hot 
only do familles suffer from Iaxity in 
parental government and godly par- 
ental training, but I fear that so ne 
congregations suffer from laxity !n 
the teachings of their ministers. No 
church is very likely to rise higher 
than its own pulpit. If the shep- 
herd of the ock holds loose doc- 
trines; if he is so “liberal” that he 
gives away, or throws away, vitul 
truths; if he lets down too many 
bars that the Bible wisely puts un, 
then it is no wonder that the flock 
wanders off Into the ways of world- 
Uness. There is no danger in th>se 
days of excessive strictness or o! 
“Puritanical” principals or practires 
The danger is just from the oppost

At a recent gathering 
of shoe men in London a man who is 
at the head of one of the biggest shoe 
j Sistributng concerns openly said 
that America now led the (ashion in 
shoes us France does in millinery. At 
present the modified form of the 
bulldog toe ts worn by all young 
bloods, and the newest season's sam- 
ples all appear to have been made on 
lasts copled from America: models. 

“I am not surprised at the success 
of the multiple shoe stores in Brit- 
ain. Before they went into business 
the average shoe store was a dark, 
dismal, evil smelling hole, and the 
storekveper was in keeping with his 
business. The quantity of stock was 
insufficient for the cus‘omer's de- 
mands and the smart fittings of to- 
day for the various sizes of shoes was 
unknown, 

“That is all changed now, and al- 
though many a small retailer has 
been squeezed out of business it has 
improved the trade, and now there 
is intense compe.l.iton between “the 
big concerns themselves.” 


Old Cannon a Clock Weight. 

The most unique clock weight in 
Maine is that of the Baptist Church 
at Cherryfield, an old smooth bore 
cannon. The cannon was one of the 
old smooth bore type and was 
brought by Gleason R. Campbell 
from Boston on one of the return trips 
of lumber vessels. It was brought 
tu fire salutes as the stirring days 
of the civil war were at hand, 
announcing many Union victories 
during the war, at the surrender of 
Lee in 1865, it was taken out for a 
fral and great salute. Robert I. 
Willey, a soldier of the war. who 
was at home on furlough was in 
charge of the cannon, and through 
some mismanagement a preliminary 
discharge of the gun threw Mr, Wil- 
ley high in the air, filled his face with 
powder and tore one arm off close 
at the shoulder. The old gun was 
then spiked by the angry citizens 
and did no more salute service, When 
the Second Baptist Church was bullt 
in 1873, a weight belng wanted for 
the clock, the old gun was used. 
kor 30 years it did clock duty, until 
1903, when it once more recelved a 
baptism of fire and fell in the ruins 
of the church conflagratton that De- 
cember. When the new elock was 
installed in the new church building 
ir 1906, once more the old cannon 
mounted the tower to do clock duty.

INSECT GESTURES. 


How. an Ant Warne Its Fellows of 
ApproachingDanger. 

Insects express emotions by bodily 
gestures. And mimetic language, 
though far more limited, is not less 
intelligible than vocal speech. In- 
deed, a glance of the eye, a movement 
of the hand. a shrug of the shoulder, 
a stamp of the foot, a toss of the head, 
may betray in man the true thought 
of feeling, even when spoken language 
is used to conceal it. We may find, 
perhaps, that this medium serves In- 
sects no less effectively for communi- 
cation, within that limited range— 
of ideas, shall we say?—to which their 
faculties are confined. 

Let us stand before this oak tree and 
watch a double stream of mound-mak- 
ing ants (Formica exsectoides) 
thronging up and passing down the 
well marked trail that leads to a herd 
of aphides upon some branches that 
overhang a stone fence.

ORDINANCE NO.— 


AN ORDINANCE to provide for a Tax on 
Dogs and Bitches, and the manner of col- 
lecting said Tax, and for killing of Dogs 
and Bitches on which said tax is not paid, 


Section I, Be it enacted by the Mayor and 
Councilof Salisbury; Thatall Dogs and Bitch- 
es within the corporate limits of Salisbury. 
Maryland, shall be subject to a tax of One 
Dollar [$1,00] for each and every Dog, and 
Two Dollars [$2.00] for each and every Bitch, 
payable to the Mayorand Councilof Salisbury 
or the Police thereof, on or before the First 
day of August in each and every year. 

Section II. And be it further enacted and 
ordained: That upon the payment of said tax 
as set forth in section I of this ordinance, by 
the owner or owners of any Dog or Bitch, 
that the said Mayor and Council of Salisbury, 
or the Police thereof shall deliver to the safd 
owner or owners 80 paying said tax,a metal 
tag stamped with the year for which it is is- 
sued, and said owner or owners of said dog or 
bitch on which said tax has been paid, shall 
cause said tag so furnished them to be affixed 
around the neck of each dog or bitch by the 
means of a string or collar; and any dog or 
bitch found running at large upon anyof the 
streets or highways of the city of Salisbury 
without such tag affixed around its neck as 
aforesaid shall be killed by the Mayor and 
Counoil of Salisbury or its authorized agent, 
or the Policemen of said city of Salisbury, 

Section III. And be it further enacted and 
ordain® That any person or persons owning 
a dog or bitch in said city of Salisbury and re- 
fusing or heglecting to pay the tax as provi- 
ded in Section I of this Ordinance within 
twenty days after notice thereof by the Mayor 
and Counetl of Salisbury. or its agent, shal) 
be deemed guilty of misdemeanor, and on 
conviction before a Justice of the Peace of 
sald city be fined not less than one dollar, nor 
more than ten dollars, and stand committed 
to the County Jail until fine and costs are paid. 

Section IV. And be it further enacted and 
ordained: That this Ordinance shall take ef- 
fect from the date ot its passage,

laboratory of experimental surgery 
in connection with the College of 
Physicians and Surgeons at Colum- 
bla University. 

The work here has been inspired 
by Dr, Stephane Leduc of the Col- 
lege of Medicine, Nantes, France, 
who has gone far along the path of 
experimentation having twice ap- 
} lied the current to himself. 

The current which produces the 
“electric sleep” as the French call it, 
is different from any previously 
known. There is a spoclal appar- 
atus for its application, the principal 
feature of which ia an interrupter 
by means of which a maximum of 
more than 6,000 interruptions a 
minute may be given. The cur- 
rent is of low tension and constant 
direction—that is to say, a current 
which acts for a time, ceases, recom- 
ences and so on by regular inter- 
vals. 

As soon as the interruptions cease 
the return to consciousness is imme. 
dlate, and this return has no rela- 
tlon whatever in appearance or sen- 
gation to the return from uncon- 
sciousness induced by present anaes- 
thetics. 

Electric sleep comes almost im- 
mediately within a minute or two af- 
ter the current is turned on, while 
those who have witnessed the admin- 
istration of chloroform, ether or 
ethyl chloride know that it is a pro- 
cess zomedmes taking half an hour 
or more, dependent upon the resist- 
ing power and general conditicn of 
the patient. 

Experiments for local anaesthesia 
by means of this interrupting cur- 
rent, which have formed part of the 
experiments at Columbia, were com- 
pletely successful. It was shown 
that by placing an electrode over 
the medium nerve in the wrist the 
whole body fed by that nerve was 
affected. The return to the “norm” 
was instantaneous with no condition 
of impaired circulation. Dogs were 
used {n these experiments, rather 
than cats, rabbits or squirrels, for 
the reason that the dog’s nervous 
system closely resembles the human, 
ind {ts intelligence is of help in that 
it would show some resentment if it 
suffered and would run away from a 
further experimenting. Some of 
the dogs have been on the operating 
table five or six times, and do not 
apparently mind it in the least. 

So far the one weak link in the 
chaln of successful experimenting 
has been in the matter of respira- 
tion, the interrupting current when 
applied with too great intensity, leav- 
ing the heart action perfectly free, 
but paralyzing the breathing 
an effect which has to be met by pro- 
ducing an artificial respiration, 
which is done by the application of 
another electric current.

Notwithstanding his objections, | weve in ghosts, 
WHY DRAW THE LINE THERE. 


In Americal there are 150 different 
denominations of the Christian re- 
ligion. The diversity of thought runs 
the gamut from the Mormons, who 
believe in plural marriages, to the 
Shakers, who do not believe in mar- 
riage at all; from the Episcopalians 
with their vested choirs, to the Primi- 
tive Baptists, who will not use an or- 
gan or other instrument in their ser- 
vices; from the elaborate masses of 
the Catholics to the silent meetings of 
the Quakers; to the high salaried min- 
isters of the Unitarians. 

The Presbyterians have had long 
and honorable association with Amer 
ica. The historian Bancroft says: 
“The first voice publicly raised in 
America to dissolve all connection 
with England came not from the Puri- 
tans of New England, nor from the 
Dutch of New: York, nor the Planters 
of Virginia, but from the Scotch-Irish 
Presbyterians.” 

The only clergyman in the Conti- 
nental Congress was the Rev. John 
Witherspoon, a Presbyterian minister 
and signer of the Declaration of In- 
dependence. The battle of King's 
Mountain was won by Presbyterians, 
led by Colonel Campbell. ’ 

At present there are more than 
9,000 Presbyterian churches in the 
United States, with nearly 1,200,000 
communicants, The denemination 
has 136 mission stations and 900 
missionaries in the field. It is operat- 
ing more than a thousand mission 
schools,gwith hospitals, dispensuries 
and training schools in foreign lands. 

There have been more Presidents 
of this faith than of any other. An- 
drew Jackson was received into the 
church when an old man. William 
Henry Harrison, Franklin Pierce, 
James Buchanan, Abraham Lincoln, 
Andrew Jackson, Grover Cleveland 
and Benjamin Harrison were all Pres- 
byterians, while President Roosevelt 
is a member of its branch, the*Dutch 
Reformed Church. 

The Christian Scientist Church is 
remarkable in more ways than one. 
Its founder, Mary Baker d. Eddy, was 
already an old womin when she 
gathered around her a few followers 
in a little room in New England. 

At first the adherents of the jew 
faith pledged $10 a week for the aup- 
port of thelr leader. Without con 
sidering the merits of Christian - 
ence, it must be said that the sect has 
had a phenominal growth. More than 
400,000 copies of Mra. Bddy’s text 
book are in circulation. According to 
the last estimate there are about 
1,000 different organizations in the 
country, with a total membership of 
about 100,000. 

The Congregational Church was 
born in England in 1606, when a hand- 
ful of people met at the home of one 
William Brewster to discuss freedom 
of thought. They agreed to leave 
England and came to America in 1620, 
These people were the famous Pil- 
grims of American history. 

The first foreign missionary society 
in this country was founded by a 
Congregational minister, and by 1647 
they had a school in every township 
in Masachusetts that had gs many as 
fifty families. And they have kept 
the lead in educational matters in 
the United States from that time to 
this. 

Unitarianism was brought to Am- 
erica by the Pilgrims and the Puri- 
fans. The great leader of this faith

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THE VALUE OF PEDIGREE. 


A Great Mistake to Underestimate 
the Importance of It. 


It has been, and to a certain ex- 
tent will continue to be the habit of 
a great wany of our farmers to shy 
at the word pedigree. This is un- 
doubtedly due to the mistaking the 
value thereof. 

A pedigree is the genealogy of an 
animal, or according to the “Blue 
Book," òf a human Genealogy, is the 
history of its ancestry or lineage, as 
we may readily see that each and 
every one of our animals are in pos- 
session of a peulgree, although many 
would be hard to trece, e 

To glance over the history of any 
breed of live stock is very interest- 
ing and allows us to readily see the 
improvements made by th close 
study of individuals and ancestry, 
and to see the methods used by indi- 


viduals to propagate certain qualities: 
in thelr animals, which has made | 


possible the success of the feeding of 
our rations ecanomically. The ped.- 


| gree, or better still, the certificate ot 


| registration, ig the cnly real insur- 
arce we gave as to the purity of an 
animal's, breedifig, and the animals 
named therein show the = quality. 
First a good individual then a good 
pedigree. 
; The end of the majority of our 
farm animals is the market, and che 
value oi them is their ability to so 
; grow that they may be marketed 
pr itably and in the pedigree to 4 
certain extent, we find the insuranco 
| of quality; for example, in selecting 
a brooc sow from your herd you us- 
cally want prolificness as the pre- 
cominant quality or we will suppose 
so at least, we eelect a gilt from that 
cld sow whose litters have been large 
and even and whose mother was a 
good brood sow and is on back 
through her pedigree to the end of 
our memory. Then a look at the 
sire’s pedigree we find that the sire 
fs also from a prolific strain noted 
for its brood sows. With these facts 
at hand we may "reasonably expect 
thla gilt to make us a prolific sow. 
Now these animals may not be re- 
corded or eligible, but we have traced 
her ancestry back through her pedi- 
gree as it is written in our memory 
as we can readily seo that the ma- 
jority of our breeding stock is se- 
lected by our knowledge of their 
pedigrees, though probably under a 
different name. But ag we cannot 
reasonably expect a Lou Dillon from 
a Percheron mating, neither can we 
expect to get an Ohio Chief from raz- 
orbacks.—H. H. in Indiana Farmer. 


Handling Young Colts. 

One of the best horse-raisers we 
know of works his mares right up to 
the time of foaling and then turns 
them out on the pasture and iets 
them run with their colts till wean- 
ng time. Of course he hag strong, 
lusty colts, and his brood mares are 
always in pink of condition for the 
following season. But on many 
farms the brood mares must be hard 
worked all summer, When these 
good mares must be pressed into tbis 
double duty, one should give them 
tae best of care, liberal feed, and 
keep them from fretting over their 
colts. We have never found it ad- 
visable to have the colt trampling 
aiong after the team all day in the 
field. Keep the colt in a box stall 
at home. This makes extra work 
until the colt la a month old, but it 
will save time and much annoyance 
after that. The mare will have to 
be handled as carefully as the colt. 
Bhe la apt to fret until she becomes 
accustomed to being away from her 
colt, her udder ig apt to hurt her, if 
it is not relieved frequently. All of 
these things with hard work. will 
naturally cut her down. Feed well, 
be patient with both mare and colt, 
and after the first six weeks you will 
bave very little trouble. 


The Profitable Sheep. 

There is no danger of any person 
getting into trouble in predicting 
that from now on the sheep is to be 
returned to its proper place on the 
farms. And why not, when it makes 
by far more money out of the grass 
and the weeds, the hay and anything 
else fed to it than any other kind of 
animal we raise, and it does that 
without one needing to miik or 
grind for them. All that is required 
is to give the feed as it comes from 
the fleid, only that turnips had bet- 
ter be cut. Doeg that not tell, and 
tell materially, when the labor saved 
ie considered, how we can farm, 
ferm well, and cut down expensive 
labor bills?—John Campbell, Wood- 
ville, Ontario.

A Pittsburg daily paper recently 
published the following awful in- 
dictment: King Alcohol wielded 
his power over many thousand in- 
habitants of Allegheny county dur- 
ing the past year, causing depreda- 
tions, crime and poverty unprecedent- 
ed. 

“Statistics from the Allegheny 
county jail, the workhouse and chari- 
table institutions show that the in“ 
temperate use of alcoholic beverage 
is on a marked increase in Pittsburg 
and vicinity. The number of cases 
of insanity due to the drink curse 
during the past twelve months have, 
caused an addition to be placed to 
the asylums; new wings for the care 
of delirium tremens have been added 
to several local hospttals and both 
city and county homes are caring for 
morg insane persons and paupers, 
whose condition is due to alcoholism, 
than at any time in their history. 

“What shall be dene to aid the 
drunkard and establish sobriety in 
hundreds of homes, is tne question 
amount in the minds of prison- 
keepers, philanthropists and others 
who} direct the work of charity. 
Sclentific methods have been used at 
the jall, at the almshouse, the Alle- 
gheny City Home and the hospitals 
to unfetter slaves from the power of 
alcohol, but reports from these in- 
stitutions show no headway. +. 

The report of Warden W. J. Lewis, 
of the county jail, shows that over 
7,000 persons were committed to the 
Institution last year for drunken- 
ness and offenses committed through 
alcoholic inftuence. 

The exact number of persons who 
had sentences at the jail for drunk- 
ennesss was 3,626, while 98 per cent 
of the persons committed on charges 
of disorderly conduct were under the 
Influence of liquor when arrested. 
Warden Lewis said that fully 90 per 
cent of the summary conviction cages 
received at the jail last year owed 
their downfall to drunkenness.: The 
jail is now overcrowded with prison- 
ers serving light sentences for drunk- 
enness, Some of these persons are 
confined to padded cells and a few 
wear straight jackets. 


One Thing Men Are Not Doing. 

What is actually so differs some- 
times from what is sald to be so. A 
temperance statement recently made 
declared that, owing to the great 
commercial prosperity, nine out of 
every ten busimess men of standing 
were drinking, alcoholically, more 
than ever before.” And, of course, 
the usual “sad and dangerous exam. 
ple to the young” refrain was added. 
Obviously, not a man who read this 
statement believed it. But one man 
went further than his disbelief. 
He selected twenty-eight men at the 
head of large industries, and made 
an investigation, which showed that 
twenty of these men did not use alco_ 
holic liquors at all, and four of the 
others “indulged only at rare inter- 
vals. A poll was taken in one large 
busmess house, and out of seventeen 
men eleven were abstainers. At a rec- 
ent dinner a careful watch was kept, 
and sixteen men out of twenty-four 
drank nothing in the way of alcoholic 
drinks, and three left their filled 
glasses untouched. Whether men 
are, in other ways, getting worse or 
better is not 80 easy of settlement, 
but that men as a whole, excepting 
the idle and irresponsible, are ab- 
staining more and more from alcohol, 
admits of no argument.—Ladies 
Home Journal.

The Boston ‘Adwertiser, discussing

“Party lines appear to have been 
broken down on this issue and lead- 
ing men in both parties are fying 
to the prohibition standard—which 
in itself testifies to the strength of 
the cry. The negro vote is appealed 
to on the ground that the crimes of 
the low-down negroes reflect on the 
whole race. It is certainly odd to 
find the negro bogie working towards 
prohibition’s success, both North and 
South. Perhaps there will come forth 
eventually the theory that the negro 
problem is a blessing in Aisguise—

Apparatus to Assist the Repairer of 
Horseless Vehicles.

‘Tracks on Wheels. 


Manner and easily regulated to ac- 
commodate vehicles of varying 
widths. e 

The tracks are supported upon front 
and rear wheels, the front wheels of 
the tracks being raised considerably 
above the ground, forming an in- 
clined plane. At one side of the 
track is a hoisting apparatus by 
which can be hauled upon the 
tracks and thus secured in position. 
All parts of an automombile upon 
this truck are readily accessible for 
repairing and overhauling, as the 
open space between the tracks 
affords ample room for the machinist 
to move freely. 


Sponges up to Sixty Dollars 

Sponges are supposed to be out 
of fashion among women, particu- 
larly since the microbe scare came 
into being. But such is not the case. 
Women still use them for the bath. 
and, moreover, they pay anywhere 
from 50 cents up to $60 a sponge. 
According to a man who deals in 
them the sale has increased rather 
than diminished. 

More care, however, is exercised 
in their selection than formerly 
for women do not want to run the 
risk of buying a cheap article or of 
getting hold of what are called ‘“hos- 
pital” sponges-those discarded from 
the various hospitals of the city, 
which sre taken and cleansed and 
resold by unscrupulous dealers. 

“A reliable druggist imports hts 
sponges direct from Europe,” said 
a dealer, “the best coming from 
Turkey and being called Turkey cup 
sponges from the shape. 

These are round, or nearly so, 
much more uniform in size than any 
others, and of the finest quality and 
texture. They get their name from 
the round cup shaped opening in 
one side of the sponge. 

“They are found in deep, quiet 
pools of water off the coast of. Tur- 
key, and the quality results from the 

fact that they grow outside of any 
current. Mediterranean sponges 
come next in order. 

“They are coarse grained and full 
of holes by reason of the swift cur- 
rents which affect their shape and 
quality. A few sponges are grown 
off the coast of Florida, but owing 
to the Gulf Stream, which is parti- 
cularly swift at this point, they are 
of very little value commercially. A 
good Mediterranean sponge retails 
for about $8 or $4." 


Increase in Rice Lands. 

Horace Greely to-day might be 
tempted to amend his advice and 
suggest to the young man to go 
South, says Country Life in America. 
According to the government re- 
ports, the rice industry has increased 
marvellously since 1880. 

The number of rice mills has in- 
creased 264 per cent.; of capital 363 
per cent., and value of products 178 
percent. Land on the Gulf coast of 
Texastand Louisiana, which fifteen 
years ago sold for $1.50 an acre and 
Wan sometimes held at 26 cents, to- 
day is worth $13.50, some lands be- 
ing worth $30 or $50 an acre. 

The use of machinery adapted to 
rice production, the perfection of 
Irrigation, the study and application 
of the Japanese methods of rice 
growing and the use of the Japanese 
rice have made rice growing an ex- 
ceedingly profitable undertaking, 
and one that will undoubtedly be 
increasingly lucrative with the rap- 
idly growing population. 


Quality of Horsehair. 

The raw horsehair used in the 
manufacture of haircleth for uphol- 
stering purposes is just now high 
priced in this country because of the 
situation which durtng and since tho 
Russo-Japanese war has prevailed 
in Russia, whence most of the hair 
comes. The best of such cloth must 
have a certain width of weave, which 
depends upon the length of the hairs, 
and in this respect the Russinu 
horses are superior, having tails 
which sweep the ground. Much of 
the weaving is done in this country. 
For the narfower weayes of the 
cloth, used by tallors in lining coats, 
the hair from American horses on 
the Western plains ia used.

In the world, at least since it be- 
came sufficiently civilized to cultivate 
the nelds, to build houses and to 
clothe itself, there have always been 
two armies, an army of workers and 
an army of fighters. The former 
generally against its will, has sup- 
ported the latter. The interests of 
these two aggregations of men have 
been set off one against the other— 
more soldiers, less workers; more 
workers, less soldiers; more swords. 
fewer ploughshares; more prunirz 
hooks, fewer spears. The struggle 
of the ages has been between the la- 
dustrial and the military armier: 
the one to shake off, the other 10 
hold down, 

Does the Bible give us no choive 
between these? Has it no coun 
which may not be balanced by other 
counse. to enable us to decide? is 
it a matter of indifference in the 
Scriptures whether the weapon shall 
be forged into the tool or the tosl 
beaten out Into the weapon? 

There can be but one answer to 
these questions. In the first place. 
if we balance text against text, we 
jearn*that the preponderance of au- 
thority is in favor of the survival of 
the tool, for the word of Micah is re- 
peated by Isalah in substantia‘ly 
ičentical language, while Joel stands 
alone. Therefore the weight of evi- 
cence, even in the Old Testament, ‘s 
as two to one. 

Joel probably was the first of the 
prophets; Micah and Isalah came af- 
terward. They represent higher 
states of spiritual development there- 
fore, if we are to postulate the oper- 
ation of the law of progress in di- 
vine revelation as in everything else.

Section I, Be it enacted by thg Mayor and 

Councilof Salisbury; That all Dogs and Bitch- 

es within the corporate limits of Salisbury.

Maryland, shall be subject to a tax of One | 


Dollar [$1.00] for each and every Dog, and 
Two Dollars [$2.00] for each and every Bitch, 
payable to the Mayorand Council of Salisbury 
or the Police thereof, an or before the First’ 
day of August in each and every year. 

And be it further enacted and 
ordained: That upon the payment of said tax 
as sot forth in section I of this ordinance, by 
the owner or owners of any Dog or Bitch,

SOME FAMOUS SHINDLE 


How Precious Stones and met- 
als are made. 


A SCIENTIFIC’ PROCESS 


It is Quite Possible to Mamufacture 
Diamonds—Much Roguery Tak- 
ing Place in the Manufacture of 
Imitation Silver—DiMmcuit to De 
tect Any of the Articles. 


At the present time Sir Julius 
Wernher is prosecuting a French- 
man called Lemoine or alleged im- 
Posture, says the London Times. 
The Frenchman brought letters of 
introduction from two well-known 
London men of business, and said 
that he had discovered a method of 
making diamonds. In an initial 
experiment he produced a magnifi- 
cent diamond from the crucible. 

The experiment was related to the 
Board of Directors of the De Beers 
Company, but they would have noth. 
ing to do with it. Sir Julius Wern- 
her, however, advanced £60,000 to 
the Frenchmap, in order to build a 
diamond factory at Argeles near Pau. 
The buildimg and factory have been 
erected close to a waterfall, tut Sir 
Julius afterwards suspected that the 
man was a swindler. Lemoine de- 
clares that he possesses the secret of 
making diamonds artificially, but he 
refuses to divulge the operation or 
to perform any experiment before 
experts. 

It has been said that there is more 
than a suspicion in Hattan Garden 
that large numbers of artificial dia- 
monds are being placed on the mar- 
ket as real gems. It Is quite possi- 
ble to manufacture dlamonds. In- 
deed. a famous Frenchman of Sel- 
énce, Molssan, made very large num- 
bers by means of his electric fur- 
nace. His process was to dissolve 
lumps of sugar in molten iron, sub- 
jecting the solution to enormous 
pressure. 

Lump sugar may be said to consist 
simply of water and diamond. It is 
the case that the diamond is merely 
erystallized carbon. There are three 
hinds of carbon—plumbago, gra- 
phite and diamond, the composition 
of all of which Is identical. When 
charcoal is dissolved in molten fron, 
graphite is formed. 

All the dlamonds found tn Borneo, 
Brazil, India, and South Africa, are 
made in much the same manner— 
that is, by the action of great heat 
and enormous pressure o? t_» earth's 
interlor causing the beautifu white 
stone to crystallize out. 

By means of apparatus used by 
‘men of science it is possible to obtain 
a heat exceeding 40,000 degrees cen- 
tigrade, and a pressure largely ex- 
ceeding 100 tons io the square Inch; 
that is to say similar heat ~nd pres- 
gure as is used by Nature in produc- 
ing diamonds. There ts danger, 
however, in using such apparatus, 
as was shown when a Frenchman of 
science, was blown to pieces in 1893. 

Imitation pearls are produced in 
enormous quantiti-s, and they usual. 
ly consist of little hollow glass globes 
filled with a substance ylelded by 
certain small fish. The substance 
consists of irredescent white matter 
obtained from scales of the bleak, 
and sometimes of the roach and the 
dace. The supply of these sh scales 
varies, and great difficulty Is experi- 
enced in packing them without do- 
ing damage to the lus:r¢é. As the 
scales are removed from the fish they 
are hermetically sealed ln special 
cans, 

Afterwards the scales are very 
carefully washed and put to soak in 
water; a sediment forma which is 
mixed with liquid ammonite and in- 
jected into the glass glob- or bead, 
so as to coat it. The best beads then 
have the Interiors filled with white 
wax or gum. To make the appear- 
ance more realistic the little bulbs 
have their glassy appearance re- 
moved by the actlon of the vapor of 
hydrofluoric acid. It is onl~ the ex- 
pert who can detect such Imitation 
from the finest Oriental Pearls, and 
they fetch high prices. It is belleved 
that some specimens have een made 
that cannot be told from the real 
article. 

Many frauds have been committed 
by men who pretended they possessed 
the power to manufacture gold. One 
ol the simplest is the manufacture of 

. nail consisting one half of iron 
and the other of gola. The outside 
is then treated in such a way that 
the whole resembles a common null. 
The result is that when people see 
the pure gold extracted from t. seem- 
ingly common iron nail they havo 
theli avarice aroused, and are easily 
led to advance any sum which the 
knave pretends to be necessary for 
pursuing the process on a larger 
scale, 

Much roguery is now taking place 
in the manufacture of imitation sil- 
ver. An alloy of aluminum and 
zinc has been discovered which has 
the exact appearance of silver, tankes 
a high polish, and possesses the same 
weight. It is very difficult indeed, 
to detect articles made from this sub- 
stance.

disappeared, through the leaching 
process, to depths beyond the reach 
of the roots of farm plants. 

If one has access to plenty of wood 
ashes and cinders, a very cheap and 
simple method for improving the 
fertility of swamp land is found `y 
scattering these ashes broadcast and 
in general quantities over the sur- 
face of the reclaimed land. Ip the 
regions of large manufacturing 
plants or coal mines coal ashes and 
cinders can be gotten merely for the 
asking and removal. The low pot- 
ash contents of these ashes necessi- 
tates adding a large amount per acre. 
From three to four tons of coal ash 
per acre ought to supply enough 
potash for about two crops of corn 
or potatoes, 

The application to each acre of 
swamp land, of from 400 to 500 
pounds of kainit, a minera! obtaina- 
ble from almost any reliable, dealer 
in fertilizers, will also supply a suf- 
ficient amount of potash for several 
crops. 

If muriate of potash is used, (and 
it is most commonly available) from 
200 to 400 pounds per acre applied 
to the well prepared ground, just be- 
fore planting or seeding, wil) prove 
very satisfactory, 

Sulphate of potash may also ba ap- 
plied in the same quantity per acre 
as the muriate. Application of 
these different fertilizers of high 
potash content may be made either 
by hand broadcasting or when con- 
ditions permit, by drill. Large quan- 
titles of tobacco stems scattered on 
the muck soll and plowed under will 
also. supply potash. - 

The liquid manure flowing from 
the compost heap in the barnyard 
may be profitably applied to muck 
solls. ag this liquid ig well’ charged 
with soluble potash generally in the 
carbonate form.—H, ©. S. in Indiana 
Farmer.

From the time that the world 
went overwhelmingly wet in the days 
of our step-father Noah, down ‘to 
the time when Hast Liverpool and 
Wellsville voted dry.

“While the lamp of life holds out to 
burn, the vilest sinner may return,” 
but this monarch does not walk in 
the light of the lamp of life. Dark- 
ness and deceit are the abodes of 
nis revelries. When he presides over 


| th sessions of a liquor convention, he 


talks about temperance and against 
low dives and brothels; as soon as 
the benédiction is pronounced, ne 
straightway establishes more dives 
aud brothels and enters into a pay- 
ing partnership with scarlet women. 
There ls no such-thing as temperance 
reform, if we think of reforming 
King Alcohol. Nothing but electro- 
cution by the chain lightning of the 
people's wrath will rid the world of 
his pestilent presence. 

Every now and then we hear the 
wall of lament for the good old days 
of our fathers, when liquor was upon 
every sideboard, when all drank and 
few became drunken, because of the 
pristine purity of the article consum- 
ed. Distance doth ever lend enchant- 
ment to the view. But when we 
cead in the Proverbs of Wisdom, writ- 
ten three thousand years ago. 
the record of the acts of the reign 
of King Alcohol, the pictures are as 
bright, fresh and true to life, as the 
detalls of the latest whisky murder. 
| We will search history in vain Tor 
the discovery of any time when he 
bore any character except that of a 
destroyer. The Nazarites among the 
ancient Jews spurned him from their 
presence, and with abject disgust 
their creed declared that they would 
not have this King to rule over them; 
the Vestals among the Romans fied 
from his présence as from a destroy“ 
lug angel. ‘With no one so pitifully 
poor, as to do this degrading King 
the slightest reverence, the marvel 
Is that he has not long since lost 
his social standing. It would have 
been so, had not dis castle been 
guarded by two of the strongest mon- 
sters that this base world can muster. 
The twin gods of Greed and Appetite 
have carefully guarded the strong- 
holds of King Alcchol, and have 
saved him from utter rout and ruin. 

Desultory efforts have been made 
in years gone by to limit the terri- 
tory of this great King and to lessen 
the number of his subjects. 

Two years after the discovery of 
America, Henry VII, of England, 
passed the first law for the restrict- 
fon of the liquor traffic. In 1552 
Edward VI. strengthened this law 
by adding provisions whereby it was 
made more effective. In 1602 Queen 
Elizabeth passed a law which reward- 
ed justices of the peace who had 
been diligent in putting on the lid 
and pulling down the ale houses. She 
was followed by James I. who made 
elaborate additions to the license 
law, providing that folks who got 
drunk should be put into the stocka 
and punishing license law violators 
by - withdrawing their licenses for 
three years. King James inspired 
the Brooks law of Pennsylvania. 
Additional restrictions, increase of 
license fees were added from time to 
time. Aftr 400 years of this sort of 
repression, Gladstone declared that 
England must destroy the liquor 
traffic or she herself would be de- 
stroyed by it. 

In our own country, legislative and 
temperance bodies have attempted, 
by law and moral suasion, to stay the 
ravages of this king of beasts. We 
have had the Father Matthew cru- 
sade, the Washingtonian movement, 
the crusaders, total abstinence vo- 
cletles, Loyal Temperance Union, 
Anti-Saloon Leaguo, | Prohibition 
party movements, the Murphy cru- 
sade, and many othera whica have 
wrought and are working valiantly 
against the extension of the domain 
of this King of Destruction, Things 
have to get worse, sometimes, before 
they may get better. As an organ- 
ized movement, temperance reform 
is of comparatively modern origin. 
For ages wise men had been deplor- 
ing the miseries of the habit whose 
extinction was coveted; yet it is but 
recently that the enormous magni- 
tude of these evils have been fully 
apprehended,. the true basis of re- 
form recognized and persistent and 
united efforts made for their sup- 
ptsssion,—Rev. James Albert Patter- 
son.

NUSSI LAGS 


Seized by Japan Before 
Consul Could Buy Them 


DISPLAYED IN TOKIO 


They Are the Standards of their Ma- 
Jestles the Ozar and the Ozarina, 
Who Almost Had Them Back foa 
the Sum of $30,000.—Now Held 
by Japan As Trophies of Victorics, 


Of the innumerable ‘trophies, ač 
quired by Japan in the course of the 
war with Russia, the most jealously 
prized has but recently come to light. 
These mementoes of the nation's vic 
tories over the great northern 
Power are so/ common and so sought 
after by the public that almost ev- 
ery village of the empire, however in- 
significant, has been duly honored 
with its quota of relics, with a plentl- 
ful supply, left over, and now offered 
for sale on the'public market. Need- 
less to say, this has caused an exelt- 
ing rush among the more ambitious 
curio-hunters, and some interesting 
specimens have been secured. These 
relics of the war are often disposed 
of after the grab-bag method, the 
buyer not knowing the exact con- 
tents of his purchase until after the 
Bale. 

It so happened that the more deli- 
cate of the spoils taken during the 
sigge of Port Arthur, and at the bat- 
tie of the Japan Sea, were'tied up lu 
small packages and sent to the Sase- 
bo Naval Station, as the nearest place 
of security adjacent to the zone of 
conflict. Not long ago one of these 
packages was bought by'a man nam- 
ed Isozaki, who found himself in 
luck, as it proved to be a veritable 
mine of wealth and wonder. Upon 
opening the bundle, it was found to 
contain a remarkable variety of gar- 
ments and fabrics, including what 
appeared to be a few old flags in 
rather a tattered condition. Among 
the latter were threa specimeny 
that struck the owner as being made 
of a particularty rich material; and 
they were covered with a heavily 
embroidered, design in gold thread. 
Their very brillant appearance at 
once caught the eye of Isozaki, and 
he set themsasie, with the hope that 
they might prove tobe of more than 
ordinary importance. 

It was s to him that if he 
would take these flags to the Rus- 
sian consul at Nagasaki, he might 
realize consitterable money on them. 
Acting upon this advice, Isozaki dis- 
patched an agent to Nagasaki to ap- 
proach the Russtan official on the 
subjcet. In the memntime, the mill- 
tary authorfties ‘had got word ot the 
excitement camsed by Isozaki’s nnd. 
and there ‘was consternation in the 
official camp lest a valuable prize\of 
the nation, had been overlooked and 
caretesaly lost. But when Isozaki 
received ‘the mandate to restore the 
purchase, the preclousirelics were! al- 
rady on the way to Nagasaki. 

The Russian consul, being appris- 
ed of the object of the*agent’s visit, 
received him with open arms, and 
breathless, to behold the treasure of 
which he, had been intormed. When 
the flags were unrolled and solemn- 
ly held up to his gaze, he'immediately 
made a profound and reverential ob- 
elsance to them, to the, astonishment 

of the Japanese, who was not yet 
aware of/the,real nuturesof the relics, 
For the, flags proved to be nothing 
less than the Impertal standards df 
thelr Majesties,.the Czar{and Czarina 
of all che Russias. The consul has- 
tened to,;agnee upon a aum for the 
purchase of the Imperial, standards, 
wich was finally set at no less a 
figure: than’ $30,000 ;, but, ust as the 
bargain was closed and the flags 
were abomt to be handed over, the 
Japanese. polico „appeared upon the 
scene: and, Em d the trop as tho 
property, of the Japanese { Govern- 
ment. 

Isozaki has ,been,obliged to yield 
possesston. of: fhepcaptured standards 
to the, natipn, in ‘which, to save his 
face as a patriot, he could do no 
more than’ y acquiesce; and 
Russia, by, the merest chance, has 
lost the ‘onportuntty of regaining 
what shed certainly regard as 
one of dert mont tvalued. national en- 
signs.

IRON THROATS WARN MARINERS j 


Their Introduction Has Saved Many | 
Lives and Ships. 


A storm at sea! How the ship 
rolls, tosses and plunges on the great 
angry waves. And in the distance 
—what is that weird moaning, un- 
utterably sad sound? A dirge for 
men lost? A walling lament of wat- 
er spirits?. Such it might seem, for 
it is so filled with unearthly mourn- 
fulness. 

Ask the captain. No, he will tell 
you, it is a warning voice. It is a 
voice that saves many ships from 
destruction, a faithful and vigilant 
guard at dangerous shoals and rocky 
coasts. It is nothing more than a 
whistling buoy. 

The whistling buoy is the inven- 
tion of an American, J. M. Courten- 

| ay, of New York. Buoys have been 

placed in dangerous places along the 
coast—for the welfare of seafaring 
people and to the dismay of people 
living along the shores. 

Usually the lighthouse boar 
besieged by protests whenev: 
places a buoy in a new locality. .he 
sound is so mournful and eerie that 
the people say it is unendurable. 

Queer things, these whistling 
buoys. As they rise and toes on the 
waves they give forth the most pen- 
etrative sound one could imagine— 
a sound heard for 18 miles and 
more. 

What is peculiar about the whist- 
ling buoys is that when the waves 
are highest the louder they shriek. 
The gale may bellow deafenly and 
the waves crash thunderously—yet 
no pandemonium of wind and sea is 
so loud that above the tumult, piero- 
ing and clear, cannot be heard the 
warning whistle of the buoy. 

Then, as the sea subsides, the cry- 
ing of the great metal siren decreases 
in volume, and as it heaves on a 
calm and gentle fea it gives forth 
only a moan, faint and rather plain- 
tive, as though it were longing for 
the storm of strife of water tn which 
it exults so madly. 

But the buoys are constructed 20 
that they will make the greatest 
noise when their warning cry is most 
needed. ' 

if you pass close by the buoy you 
will see a great metal pear-shaped 
object bobbing; up and down in the 
water. At the end point of this met- 
al bulb is an opening, whieh is con- 
nected to the base by a long steel 
tube, This tube is connected with 
the whistle by a smaller pipe. Two 
other pipes admit air to the tube 
through valves which are so arrang- 
ed that the only egress for the air ia 
through the whistle.

Natural Racers That Sulk and 
CAM Refuse to Run.

> Blues Are Famous instance Nen 
an, Shipped to india, Cost Bettors 
Thousands When Sly Fox Changed 
nie Mind. 


“Look at the old rogué—ears prick- 
ed, tail a-swishing, and he won't run 
fast enough to keap himself warm, 
although everybody knows that if he'd 
try he could beat anything now run- 
ning on the New York tracks,” ob- 
served a keen trainer when the once 
fine thoroughbred Cairngorm, now 
turned rogue, was clomping along in 
the sulka, far in the rear of a very 
ordinary field of horses. “Theres a 
erackerjack that can't be figured on 
at all any more now.that he's turn: 
ed mean and cunning and sour. He 
was meant for one of the clingers of 
the game, but he has always been 
more or less of a sulker. Now he's 
gone completely into the rogue class, 
and thefe’s no curing that. - 

“Fortunately not many of them do 
go cunning that way. Still it’s easy 
to remember plenty ot instances of 
soured horses. Ormonde’s Right, for 
instance, was meant for a topnotcher, 
but bis disposition was always against 
him. He wes a man eater from an 
early age and had to be muzzled. He 
had the conformation and the power 
to run fast and all day, but he turned 
cranky and mean and crafty eafly in 
his career. 

“Ordinarily he'd stand stock still 
at the barrier, or wheel when the 
barrier flew up, or if he got off 
he'd sulk if the boy tried to kick 
him a little to make him overtake 
his flying field, and then, just to show 
that he could do it if he wanted to, 
he'd take after the field and catch 
his horses éasily, and then; having 
done that much, he'd pin his ears 
and chuck it as ‘if somebody'd hit 
him behind the ear with a beer mal- 
Tet: 

“Another one of the uncongscienable 
rogues was Blues, the really great 
horse owned by Frank Farrell. From 
every angle Blues wag a ripper, but 
Farrell lost tens of thousands of, dol- 
lars on him, both In bets and fn tossed 
stakes, because the horse had a mean 
mind and wouldn't give up the, best 
he had in him more than once or 
twice a year. , 

“Then going further back, there 
was Keenan. Keenan was one of the 
greatest racehorses ever produced in 
this country but he tarned from a 
sweet dispositioned colt into one of 
the soures, rogues in American turf 
histor, almost in a night, without 
anybody ever being able to offer an 
explanation. He raced not only in the 
United States but in England and in 
India, and the profoundest student of 
the idiosyncrasies of race horses was 
never able to dope it out how Keenan 
was going to run after he had taken 
tt into his hend to join the sulkere’ 
brigade. Once they got Keenan all 
sweetened up while he was racing in 
India, and entered him for the great 
Indian eup, which is run at Calcutta. 
His trainer gave it out that Keouan 
was acting as pretty as a seminary 
girl at her graduation exercises and as 
it was known that the famous rogue 
was on edge they made him a top- 
heavy favorite for the race. 

“Keenan rogue got off in front 
and just tincanned along in that posi- 
tion, leading by eight or ten lengths 
to the very middie of the stretch, 

and at that point he was going as 
easy as a slag train bound down a 
steep grade and all brakes off’ Then 
he suddenly pinned his ears and be- 
gun to flall his tall up and down, and 
then he stopped so suddenly that his 
boy almost went over his head. Keen- 
an deliberately permitted every other 
horse in the race to pass him, and it 
was estimated that the story of his 
renewed sweetness of temper, which 
his trainer really believed In himself, 
cost the Calcutta bettors that day 
something like a million of our mon- 


ey. 

“Still another great American 
racehorse that developed into an ut- 
terly im ible rogue before being 
shipped m this country to race In 
England. was the Dwyers’ snifty Sly 
Fox, that raced around the New York 
tracks nine or ten years,ago. It was 
toward the latter part of his three- 
year-old career that Sly Fox devel- 
oped the sulky disposition that after- 
ward made him só notorious in Eug- 
land. He'd been campaigned a lot 
during his first two years on the turf, 
and when he began to curl up under 
steady racing his trainer did the usua) 
things that are tried to nip the sulky 
bug in horses from the beginning. 

“As soon as he faced the flag in an 
actual race, however, he'd begin to 
prop himself Uke a billygoat, that 
think® he can stop a trolley car, and 
then the betters who'd gone to the 
horse on the theory that he might act 
ds nice in a race as in his gallops had 
to groan in spirit to see Sly Fox 
get left at the post almost srar 
time.—-New York gun.

Nat“ Herreshoff has done such 
wonderful things in putting together | 
wood and iron and canvas and hemp 
in its speediest form that his name | 
is known wherever a yacht floats in 
the waters of the Seven Seas. He 
has kept the Amelirca’s cup so many 
years from those who sought to lift“ 
it that he has come to be regarded 
on this side of the water as a sort 
of wizard, who ean do anything in 
that line, and when challenges are 
accepted the work of meeting them 
is turned over to Nat“ as a matter 
of course. 

When a man is called by an ab- 
breviation of his first name, it is 
generally taken for granted that he 
is a “good fellow,” a mixer, a 
“hustling,” “democratic” person. 
But Nat“ Herreshoff is none of 
these. He is a cold, reserved, 
thoughtful, distant man—polite en- 
ough, well-bred enough, but one of

A NEW SWITZERLAND 


It Is Being Built Up in the 
Ozark Mountaing, Mo. 


ONE HUN IDRED THERE 


| Many More Are to Come From Their 
Home Land,—They Have Estab- 


lished Dairy Farms According to 
European Methods.—Cheese Mak- 
ing Their Specialty. 


A sturdy company of colonists u 
building up a new Switzerland in the 
Ozark Mountains of southwest Miss- 
ourl. One hundred of ‘these Swiss 
have bought land in the eastern part 
of Howell county, near the town of 
Brandsville and are clearing away 
the dense timber, building substan- 
tiai homes, planting orchards and 
truck gardens and carrying on dairy 
farming acording to improved Euro- 
pean methods. Many others are to 
come from Switzerland. Six thou- 
sand acres of land haye been reserv- 
ed for the colony and an option is 
held on another tract of 8,000 acres, 

The first Swiss colonists in Miss- 
ouri arrived at Brandsville one year 
ago last April and they have been 
coming at intervals since. The col- 
enists are from the north of Swit- 
gerland and most of them speak the 
German language. A few speak 
French and Italian. 

This thriving colony is the realiza- 
tion of a dream of 8. R. Fry, 2 
Bwiss journalist, who was banished 
from his native land thirty years ago 
on account of his advanced ideas on 
cooperative communities. The ex- 
ile went to New York city and en- 
gaged in cigar manufacturing. He 
never ceased to give expression to his 
hopes. A few years ago he told his 
plans of W. R. Haight, an attorgey 
in New York city. The lawyer had 
broken down in health and was al- 
ready planning to come West. 

Mr. Haight became interested in 
the Swiss colony idea and the two 
men went to St. Louls, where they 
were joined by the Swiss Consul. 
Many points ln the Ozark Mountains 
were visited and finally it was dè- 
cided to found the colony lu the 
vicinity of Brandsville. The St. 
Louls and San Francisco Railroad 
alded the men in their project. The 
land was purchased andthe settle 
ment established. Mr. Fry is now 
in Switzerland directing Ms country- 
men to the new colony in the ‘Alps 
of Missouri.” 

Mr. Haight, the New York attor- 
ney, has charge of the colony. He 
locates new arrivals on thelr land 
and is friend and adviser to the en- 
tire settlement. Some of the emt- 
grants are as helpless as children 
when they arrive in this country. 
Mr. Haight tells the men how to be- 
gin the work of clearing the timber 
and establishing a farm. The wo- 
men, too, often seek his advice. 

The Swiss pay from $6 to $16 an 
acre for the and, with an average 
price of about $13 an acre. Most 
of the land is sold in forty aore and 
eighty acre tracts. A tract of eighty 
acres is regarded as a larg farm by 


the Swiss, accustomed as they are 20

to a farm and given an opportunity 
to pay out on it. The timber in 
many cases when made into cross- 
ties, posts and mine props goes far 
toward paying for the land. 

When the colonista are unable to 
build houses tley are furnished 
tents by the colonization company, 
until they get a start. A log house 
in the Ozarks, however, u not ex- 
pensive, and cost of the settlers build 
comfortable homes shortly after they 
arrive. 

The land that the Swiss are buy- 
ing la thickly timbered with oak and 
hickory. The soil is a brown loam, 
and in some places the surface is 
thickly covered with small rocks. 
This land la well adapted for fruit 
growing. 

The Swiss will adhere to thelr own 
fuperior methods, for truck garden- 
ing and butter and cheese making, 
but they will adopt the American 
methods of fruit raising and general 
agriculture. They are progreasive 
and are ready to adopt any American 
customs that are an improvement 
over their own. 

It la agreed that the art of cheese 
making has reached its highest per- 
fection in Switzerland. More Swiss 
cheese is imported to America than 
and other kind. Many of the colon- 
site are expert dairymen. As soon as 
they arrive they begin making high 
grado butter and cheese that find a 
ready market at Brandsyille. 

A creamery and a factory where 
Swiss cheese will be manufactyred 
on a large scale are soon to be estab- 
lished in the colony, At the pres- 
ent time the farmers are making the 
cheese at their homes with practi- 
cally no equipment.

BACTERIA IN THE OcFAN. 


Nunber of Organisms Increase na 
Shore is Approached. 


4.% no particular spot has the sea 
been found to be free from organ- 
lisus, although those isolated and re- 
Cognized have proved to be harmless 
consisting of actiVe motile rods and 
vibrios, coct! being less numerous. 
As might be expected, the number of 
organisms increase immensely as the 
shore is approached. Thus, about a 
mile from the shore something like 
4,000 germs per cubic centimetre 
have been found, and this influence 
of the shore extends for four or five 
miles. 

Some hundreds of miles from land 
the number diminishes to 600 per 
eubic centimetre, and at greater dis- 
tances to 200 or less. Of course, 
the fact that algal vegetation is rich- 
est near the shore, providing a high- 
ly nourishing hunting ground for 
the. marine organism, accounts for 
the myriads usually found there. 
Samples of sea water taken at some 
depths below the surface proved to 
contain only a few bacteria per cub- 
le centimetre. Thus at half a mile 
below the surface only from eight 
to twelve bacteria were present. 
There is little doubt that even should 
pathogenic organisms gain access to 
the sea, as must be the case when 
sewers discharge raw sewage into it, 
their activity must sooner or later be 
destroyed. 

The sea is remarkable from a bac- 
terlological point of view in contain- 
ing phosphorescent bacteria, and It 
is probable that some of these are 
disease-producing, so far, at any rate 
as regards certain aquatic animals, 
Thus a bacterium has been success- 
fully cultivated from a body of the 
luminous talitrus which is both path- 
ogenic and luminous. This bacter- 
ium invades the abdominal cavity of 
this aquatic animal and all its or- 
gans with fatal issue. During the 
presence of the disease the victim 
shines with a green light, which is 
said to be visible nearly a dozen 
yards away, and which persists for 
some hours after the demise of the 
animal. It is not improbable that 
the luminosity of other marine anl- 
mals may be due to the invasion of 
this light and disease-producing or- 
ganism. 

The very beautiful phenomenon of 
the phosphorescence of the sea is 
caused by photo bacteria in part as 
well as by a variety of low forms of 
animal life. The eerie light is in 
no way connected with the element 
phosphorus, as is very commonly 
supposed. The cause of the phen- 
omenon is respiratory exchange or 
oxidation, and aerobic function, Sea 
phosphorescence is never witnessed 
in perfectly smooth water, while the 
brilliancy of the light when It is ob- 
served is always greatest upon the 
crest of the waves or where the water 
is in a violent stage of agitation, as 
in the wake of a steamer, Its oc- 
currence, therefore, is evidence of 
active oxidization. Could again, the 
sea be sterilized, phospberescence 
would cease. 

The presence of highly combust- 
ible matter increases the light. A 
very simple experiment proves this. 
If the fesh of a fresh haddock or 
herring be placed in a 3 per cent. 
salt solution and kept at a low tem- 
peraure, the liquid will rapidly de- 
velop phosphoresence which becomes 
quite brilliant on adding a little gly- 
cerine or sugar, or what, in other 
words, is respirable material. It is 
curious that in martne life, disease 
and death should be associated with 
luminous phenomena.—Philadelphia 
Record. 


„Corpse“ Comes to Life.

A man died in the hospital and 12 
hours later his body was carried to 
the church to await the last rites. 
A madman entered the building, 
dragged the body out of the coffin, 
locked it up in a vestment chest, 
himself took the place of the dead 
man, and went to sleep. Three 
hours later the priest and mourn- 
ers arrived, and the touching ortho- 
dox service for the departed began. 

The chanting of the priest and the 
choir, the aromatic perfume of the 
incense, the movement around him, 
roused the sleeping madman, who 
suddenly sat up in the cofin. The 
priest fell down dead with fright, 
and the congregation fied from the 
church, followed by the madman. 
The nolse and cries attracted a dea- 
con to the place, who, overcome with 
grief at seeing the priest dead, de- 
sired to offer prayer for the repose 
of his soul. He went to the vest- 
ment chest to get his robe, and as 
he unlocked the door the corpse 
placed there by the madman fell on 
him, and he sank down in a swoon. 
A few members of the congregation 
who had returned, again fled with 
cries of horror.

ROAD DRAGS IN Mc LEAN CQ, 


This Cheap, Simple Implement Ia 
Working Itself Into Favor. 

Forty-three reports from McLean 
county rural mail carriers, to the 
Bloomington Pantagraph, show that 
the King ‘road frag had been used 
on 212 miles of road in the latter 
part of November and that there 
were 364 road drags owned upon 
these routes, These reports repro- 
sent two-thirds of the rural routos 
of this county. 


Every carrier who in any way in- h 


dicated the results of road dragging 
—forty out ot forty-three—gave a 
good recommendation of rhe drag, 
many of them in strong terms, and 
not one of them had a word of fall- 
ure to report when the drag had 
been properly used. 

While the report shows tnut one- 
third of all the drags were not-in 
use, there wes a special reason for 
this condition; this was in the rush 
of corn-husking time, and no doubt 
many of these drags will be put to 
work now that husking is finished. 

This report from a limited terri- 

tory shows as much road dragging 
aud more than twice as many drags 
as were reported for this county a 
year ago by the Illinois highway com- 
mission. 
q An examination of the forty-three 
reports shows that some dragging 
was done upon thirty-one routes, the 
smallest amount being 1-2 mile, and 
the largest 18 miles, the latter he- 
ing the route of Covel. 

Nine reports had each 10 or 
more miles of dragged: road and the 
average number of miles dragged up- 
on the thirty-one routes was 6 1-4. 
in Normal and Dry Grove towaships 
all the roads of principal travel are 
to be dragged, and Hudson town- 
ship is seeking to do the samo thing. 


Very significant is the many tines 
repeated remark of these carriers 
that the road drag is a good thing 
“if used“ or “it properly used.“ Sev- 
eral of these reports show that wir- 
ter and spring use of the drag, ve- 
pecially when the roads are wet 
enough for the mud to smear, bake, 
and harden, is much better than 
dragging when the roads are dry 
enough for the dirt to roll up or 
crumble, . 

One ot the lessons that has been 
learned in this county is ‘nat the 
road should be dragged when the 
surface is in a paste like condition. 

The most progressive’ ef our road 
draggers are learning the exceeding 
value of dragging the road just he- 
fore a freeze, and during ¿he winter 
whenever it thaws enough 4 


Gcod Roads Work in New York, 

The good roads microbe has mul- 
tiplied rapidly in New York. The 
sale of an issue of $60,000,000 worth 
year out of money realized from the 
sale of an issue of $50,000,00 worth 
of bon ls authorized by an amend- 
Ment to the state constitution.

The results that New ‘York prom- 
Isen to become the good roads atate 
of the union, even vying with Mas- 
sachusetts, where miles and mile: of 
splendid state boulevards have been 
constructed within the past few 
years. 

The old days of plowing up the 
sides of the road and throwing the 
sod into the middle—when there ic 
no other work upon the farm whicb 
can be done, and baus working out 
the road tax — promises to become A 
thing of the past in theſemplre stato, 
or at least, relegated to the remote 
corners,
